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Country-m. 1 go on with my Account, Mefter. 
The next Poft ( as if Providence had defign’d to 
mortify us with a Glut of ill News from Sea ) we 
had Advice, That our fix Ea? India Ships, richly 
laden, were fore’d to put into Crookhaven in Ireland, 
and to raife Batteries there, to defend theami{elves 
the beft they could, for Fear of the French; one of 
whofe Privateers had been three Days in view of 
that Haven, Now, for any thing I know, Mon- 
fieur Fourbin and Guy Tronin had. Intelligence alfo of 
thele Eaj/t India Ships, and that twas meer Provi- 
dence which fav'd “em; for the fame Letters 
brought Advice, That two Virginia Ships, belong- 
ing to Leverpool, were taken at the Mouths of the 
Harbours of Cork and Youghal. And, that the Scors 
might not be without « Benefit-Ticket too; we had. 
that fame Day Advice from Edinburgh, That the 
Scots Ships bound to the Balrick with their Herrings, 
fell in with fome French Privatcers at the Mouth of 
the Soundt, who took fome of them, and burnt one. 
This I obterve, Mafter, on Account of the Union. 

Obf. You do well, Rozer; for the chief Induce - 
ment the Scots had to: agree to the Union, was, 
their Hopes of enlarging their Trade, and being
